WASHINGTON J* — Th is is a q uick rundown on 
wh y th e Dix on-Yates contract is in such bitter dis­ 
pute. 
Th e TVA, (th e Tennessee Valley Auth ority ,) wh ich 
was created early in President Roosev elt’s New Deal, 
among oth er th ings pumps power to consumers in a 
h uge South ern area. 
Roosev elt called it a “ y ardstick” to sh ow wh at 
electric power costs sh ould be. Priv ate utility com­ 
panies protested it was unfair to compare th eir costs 
with th ose of a gov ernment-backed agency 
Th e argument ov er public vs. priv ate power h as 
nev er died: Sh ould th e gov ernment get deeper into 
th e power field th rough a bigger TVA or sh ould TVA 
be eliminated, or at least limited, in fav or of priv ate 
power companies? 
TVA now h as an added drain on it because of th e 
power, it supplies to atomic energy plants. And TVA 
officials wanted new power plants started in 1955 to 
meet needs in 1957 . 
TVA could build and own th em or a priv ate com­ 
pany could do th at and sell power to TVA. In eith er 
case th e tax pay ers would foot th e bill since Con­ 
gress would h av e to v ote th e money . 
President Eisenh ower let h is feelings about TVA 
be known in June 1953, wh en h e publicly cited it as 
an ex ample of “ creeping socialism” alth ough h e 
said h e wasn’t out to destroy it. 
TVA officials urged th at Eisenh ower, in h is budget 
message to Congress in January 1954, ask for money 
to build a new TVA power plant at Fulton, Tenn. 
Eisenh ower <jidn’t. 
Instead, h is administration, with h is approv al, 
later in 1954 negotiated a contract with a priv ate 
utility group known as Dix on-Yates to build its owrn 
steam plant at West Memph is, Ark It would supply 
TVA with power to make up for TVA power giv en 
to th e atomic plants. 'Th e gov ernment would h av e to 
pay for th is priv ate power, of course.

The nice thing is that a ju m p er 
is o ne o f the easiest things in 
the wo rld to make, and an id eal 
stress. 
Lo cal sewing center ex p erts su g­ 
gest making a basic d ark grey 
flannel ju m p er fro m a co mmercial 
p attern, and accesso rizing it with 
sev eral sets o f sleev es which bu t­ 
to n in. One might be a leg o ’ m u t­ 
to n sleev e o f crisp o rgand ie, an­ 
o ther a tailo red sleev e in co tto n 
shirting, with a French cu ff. If 
the mo ths hav e go t at y o u r fav ­ 
o rite cashm ere sweater, y o u can 
cu t off the sleev es, bind the a rm ­ 
ho les, and bu tto n them into y o u r 
ju mp er. The sleev es may be mad e 
fro m scratch, with u se o f any p at­ 
tern y o u like, o r m ay be cu t fro m 
old blo u ses. In any case y o u bind 
the armho le and sew a row o f bu t­ 
to ns aro u nd the to p in harmo nizing 
o r co ntrasting co lo r. 
Bu tto n lo o p s aro u nd the a rm ­ 
ho le o f the ju m p er make an a t­ 
tractiv e scallo p trim when wo rn 
witho u t a sleev e To make these, 
first bu y co rd ing to match y o u r 
ju m p er. 
It is p o ssible to co v er 
co rd in the fabric o f the ju mp er, 
bu t easier to bu y the co rd in the 
right co lo r. Yo u can bu y either 
co tto n co rd ing, silk co rd o r na r­ 
row silk braid in a co lo r to match 
the ju mp er. 


To make the bu tto nho le lo o p s 
start with the u nd erarm seam and 
m ark armho le to ind icate sp ace 


between each loop . Baste co rd to 


right sid e o f bo d ice, so that lo o p s 
p o int to ward the bo d y . When p lac­ 
ing 
lo o p s, 
clip the 
co rd 
p artly 
thro u gh at p o int where it is stitched 
to fabric, at bo tto m o f each loop , 
so that co rd will bend mo re easily . 
Then, with the right sid e o f y o u r 
facing against the right sid e of 
the ju mp er, stitch the facing to 
the armhq le so that the ed ge of 
, each lo op is secu red . When y o u 
tu rn y o u r facing to the insid e, the 
lo o p s will tu rn to lie alo ng the o u tr 
er ed ge o f the armho le. Then blind - 
stitch bind ing in p lace o n insid e o f 
armho le. 
If y o u are u sing a fu ll gathered 
sleev e, bind the ed ge to ho ld the 
shap e at the armho le, and sew bu t­ 
to ns to the bind ing. 
Of co u rse y o u also can m ake a 
p lain ju m p er and wear it with 
v ario u s blo u ses, if p o u d o n’t feel 
like making the bu tto n-in sleev es.
